STATEMENT BY MR I HAMID (VICE CHAIRMAN ) INTRODUCING DRAFT 
RESOLUTION A/C.2/L.142 - WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE 

1. DRAFT RESOLUTION A/C. C 2/L.1421 IS AN OUTCOME OF INTENSIVE 
CONSULTATIONS THAT CONSISTENTLY AIMED AT ARRIVING AT CONSENSUS 
TEXT. THIS HAS BEEN ACHIEVED. 

2. THE MAIN CONCERN OF ALL DELEGATIONS IS THAT THE WORLD FOOD 
COUNCIL 

SHOULD BE ELECTED BY THE CURRENT GENERAL ASSEMBLY. AND THAT THE 
COUNCIL SHOULD BE ABLE TO HOLD ITS FIRST SESSION AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

IT IS . THEREFORE. IMPORTANT TO HAVE THE SECRETARIAT 
FOR THE COUNCIL ESTABLISHED AND OPERATING IMMEDIATELY. 

3. SOME QUESTIONS HAVE BEEN RAISED WITHIN AND WITHOUT THE 
INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS AS TO THE FRAME WORK WITHIN WHICH THE 
SECRETARY GENERAL OF THE UNITED NATIONS SHOULD ACT AND CONSULT WITH 
THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF THE FAO AS REGARDS THE SETTING UP OF THE 
SECRETARIAT OF THE COUNCIL. 

OBVIOUSLY THIS RELATES TO HOW THIS COMMITTEE. AND ULTIMATELY 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, UNDERSTANDS THE SUBSTANCE OF OPERATIVE PARAG- 
RAPHS 1 1 AND 12. 

4. AS REGARDS THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL: RESOLUTION XXII OF THE 
CONFERENCE, WHICH WE HEREBY CONFIRM AND ENDORSE AMONG OTHER 
RESOLUTIONS, ENVISAGED THE COUNCIL AS AN ORGAN OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
REPORTING TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY THROUGH THE ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL COUNCIL. 

THIS IS CONFIRMED BY OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 7 OF A/C. 

2/L.1421. FURTHERMORE, THE SECRETARIAT OF THE COUNCIL WILL BE 
WITHIN THE OVERALL JURISDICTION OF THE SECRETARY GENERAL. 

5. OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 4 (B) OF RESOLUTION XXII 
RECOMMENDS THAT THE COUNCIL SHOULD BE SERVICES WITHIN THE 
FRAMEWORK OF FAO, WITH HEADQUARTERS IN ROME. THIS FORMULATION 
OF SUB-PARAGRAPH 4 (B) WAS COMPROMISE. THE INTENTION 

BEING THAT THE SECRETARY-GENERAL OF THE UN AND THE DIRECTOR- 
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GENERAL OF FAO WILL BE ABLE TO FILL IN THE DETAILS THOROUGH 
DISCUSSIONS AND ARANGEMENTS BETWEEN THEM. THE MORE IMPORTANT 
ISSUE IS THAT THE COUNCIL AND SECRETARIAT MUST START 
WORK AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

6. WHAT IS ENVISAGED IS A SMALL AND EFFECTIVE SECRETARIAT, 

NOT IN FAO.BUT WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF FAO. THE PHRASE 
"WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF FAO" WOULD MEAN THAT THE SERVICES 
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AND EXPERTISE OF FAO BE GEARED TOWARDS SERVICING THE COUNCIL, 
WITHIN THE MANDATE ENTRUSTED TO THE SECRETARY-GENERAL. THE 
DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF FAO HAS ALREADY PLEDGED TO EXTEND EVERY 
POSSIBLE ASSISTANCE; AND CONSULTATIONS WITH A VIEW TO FINALIZING 
THE NECESSARY ARRANGMENTS FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION OF RESOLUTION 
XXII ARE EXPECTED TO BE INTITIATED SOON. 

7. FURTHERMORE, IS IT IS EXPECTED THAT THE SECRETARY-GENERAL 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS, IN CONSULTATION WITH THE DIRECTOR- 
GENERAL OF FAO AND OTHER UNITED NATIONS RELEVANT AGENCIES 
WILL WORK OUT FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF THE RESOLUTION AFFECTING 
BOTH THE UNITED NATIONS AND FAO, TOGETHER WITH OTHER RELEVANT 
UN AGENCIES. IT IS UNDERSTANDING OF THE COMMITTEE THAT THE 
EXPENDITURE TO BE INCURRED BY THE U.N. WOULD BE COVERED FROM 
THE REGULAR BUDGET OF THE UNITED NATIONS. 
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
